WASHINGTON (/P)—A _ five- 
year peacetime draft to meet the |

United Nations’ bright promise of world peace, there is an 
impatient temptation on the part of many to think of that 
organization's role as futile and finished.

A case in point is the little heralded UN achievement 
in India, which passed virtually unnoticed in the welter of 

id-fire events occurring in other sore spots across the 
world. The UN security council worked for weeks selling 
warring Hindus and Moslems on a plebescite to be held 
by the four million people of Kashmir province, possession 
of which has been bitterly coniested since the partitioning of 
India. .ame 

At the height of the warfare, one day's casualties in 
Kashmir exceeded those of a month in Palestine. From the 
standpoint of world involvement. the situation is explosive. 
As Soviet territory lies only a few hundred miles to the 
north, complete chaos in Kashmir could easily render all of 
India ripe for Communist exploitation. 

Both the Hindu and Pakistan governments have agreed 
to abide by the results of the UN sponsored plebescite. If 
such disputes as this can be peacefully resolved, United Na- 
tions need not apologize for its continued existence.

INFLATION BASIS OF TRUMAN'S | 
Ua! NeYfaw oa esamovn oes REQUEST ON SOCIAL SECURITY

| Washington, (/P)—-This is a 
|boom time for most of the count- 
| But it’s a time of bust for a 
llot of people too old to work. 

President Truman has asked 
icongress to do a number of things 
jabout increasing social security 
| benefits. 

3ut Congress, busy with other 
|things, is unlikely to do much if 
janything about Mr. Truman’s re- 
| quest. 
There ig room here to go into 
lonly those social security benefits 
|which affect retired workers and 
their dependents. 
| In 1935, congress passed the 
Social Security act. It went into 
}effect in 1937. This has been hap- 
pening ever since; 

An employe is taxed one per 

}cent up to $3,000 of his pay a year. 
|And an employer is taxed one per 
;cent up to $3,000 of each of his 
}employes’ pay a year. 
That money goes into the socia) 
|security, old age and survivors’ in- 
surance fund. There is now about 
$9,500,000,000 in that fund. Pay- 
ments from the fund are running 
about $466,000,000 a year. 

To let the fund get built up, no 
one was allowed to start collecting 
}insurance from it until 1940. 

How much should a _ retired 
worker be able to draw as old age 
jinsurance? Congress decided, in 

1939: 

The most a retired worker can 
collect is $44.80 a month, the 
least is $10. The amount he collects 
depends upon how much tax he’s 
paid into the fund. 

Most workers are covered by the 
insurance and pay the tax—-about 
30,000,000 of them. About 20,000- 
000 are not covered. Farmers, for 
instance. 

The insurance goes like this for 
a covered worker: 

1. Retired workers, men and 
women who have reached 65. 

2. An additional monthly bene- 
fit for a retired worker's wife, if 
she is 65, and for his unmarried 
children under 18. 

If the worker under or over 65 
dies, monthly benefits go to: 

1. His widow if she’s 65 or over. 

2. His widow of any age if she 
has dependent children under 18 
in her care. 

3. Unmarried children under 18. 

4. His parents if they were 

chiefly depentent on him and he 
|left no widow or children. 
About 2,054,000 men, women and 
{children are receiving benefits un- 
|der this old age and survivors’ in- 
}surance program. That number is 
divided as follows: 

Retired workers over 65-—930,- 
1000; wives, 65 or over, of retired 
workers—285,000; widows over 
65—175,000; widows under 65 
iwith dependent children-——525,000. 
But President Truman pointed 
lout that the maximum retirement

insurance—$44.80—was fixed in 
1939 when living costs were 70 per 
cent lower than they are now. 
Mr. Truman emphasized that 
even so the average monthly pay- 
ment to a retired worker is not 
$44.80 a month but only $25.00. 
(That’s because of the low salary 


he made and therefore thé low 
tax he paid.) 
Since living costs have risen 


about 70 per cent since 1939, the 
1939 dollar now is worth only 
about 58 cents. So that average 
$25.00 monthly insurance checl 
the worker receives now has 
shrunk to $14.50 in 1939 terms. 

Mr. Truman ask ccngress to in- 
crease the social 
ments and to’ bring under the cov- 
erage of social security the 20,000,- 
000 people now uncovered. 

Those 20,000,000 include farm- 
workers, farmers, self-employed 
people, domestic servants and peo- 
ple working for non-profit organi- 
zations like the Red Cross.
